The discolouration on the germ end 
of wheat grains, commonly called 
“black point” or “black tip,” is un- 
usually common in this year’s crop.

The World 
of Wheat 


By H. G.L. Strange 


A series of momentous discov- 
eries have recently been made in 
Great Britain, and because of it 
all an action has been taken by 
the British Government which 
may in time completely solve 
Canada’s and the World’s surplus 
wheat problem, 

‘The discoveries are that the 
now famous vitamin B-1, some- 
times known as thiamin or aneurin 
controls to a great extent the 
health, the energy and the well 
being of people; then that this 
vitamin can be produced arti- 
ficially at a low cost; and more im- 
portant still that it can easily be 
added to wheat flour, so making 
bread almost a complete food in 
itself. 

The British Government will 
require by law that all flour man- 
ufastured after the spring of 1941 
shall contain t he necessary 
amount of vitamin B-1. 

It is expected that this fortifying 
of flour will eventually spread to 
all wheat using countries, and that 
it will result in ari additional con- 
sumption of this more nutritious 
and even ‘more palpable bread. 

I have calculated that if every 
person ‘in the world now using 
bread; made from wheat would 
consume as little as one extra slice 
a day, then the World wheat sur- 
pluses would quickly disappear, 


and wheat acreage would have to 
be increased. 


Following factors have tended 
to raise price: Australia recently 
sold 100,000 tons of wheat to 
Greece -— Broomhall estimates the 
Europeau wheat production in 
1940, including area ceded to 
Russia..to be 1,400 million, a re- 
duction of 16 per cent from last 
year — All grain crops in Sweden 
in 1940 were .below 1939 totale, 
wheat being down 47 percent — 
Portugal purchased 280,000 bush- 
els wheat from Canada a few days 
ago. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price; Larger acreage is 
expected to be seeded in Danubian 
countries, Spain and the United 
Kingdom — China’s 1940 wheat 
crop is reported to he 5% above 
last year — American domestic 
sales have dropped sharply due to 
national election — Argentine
